The French Crisis. 

Pakts, Dec. 3.—Last eveuing, on the 
pretext that the Repu >lic was threat- 
ened, hundreds of Revolutionists and 
Socialists, followed oy a crowd com- 
posed of all elements, started for the 
Hotel de Ville. The police and cav- 
alry charged the mob,which retalia‘ed 
with a volley of stones. A number of 
persons were wounded. The mob was 
dispersed.

Ferry, it says, has prom- 
ised great finan ers that if elected he 
will endeavor to help the Panama 
Canal Company out of its present fi- 
nancial difficulty by getting France 
either to guarantee a loan to the Pan- 
ama Canal Company or to floata grand 
lottery. Vast sums of money are said 
to have been already spent in secur- 
ing votes for him, with a view to fur- 
ther bis patronage. 

VERSAILLES, Dec. 3.—On the third 
trial ballot 505 Republican Senators 
and Deputies of the Left voted. The 
vote stood; Ferry, 179; Sadi Carnot. 
162; De Freycinet, 109; Brisson, 52; 
scattering, 3. 

The fourth ballot resulted as follows: 
Sadi Carnot, 185; Ferry, 35; De Frey- 
net, 23; Brisson, 10. vg | 253 Sena- 
tors and Deputies voted. The Sonat r- 
of the Right are divided in their choice 
of candidates, It is certain that a oum- 
ber of members of the Right will sup- 
port Sadi Carnot. 

The Congress of Senators and Depu- 
ties to elect successor to President 
Grevy was opened at 2 o'clock by Le- 
roy, President of the Senate of the 
Whole, who declared that the Na- 
tional Assembly was duly organized. 

Deputy Maechaelet asked leave to 
make a motion, but the President re- 
fused to allow him todo so, deciaring 
— the Assembly was an electoral 
co lege.

Lessons given in all kinds of 
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of the Needs of the Institution. 

Secretary of State Dormer and 
Superintendent of Public Iustruo- 
tion Dovey, members of the Board 
of Regents of the State University, 
returned to Carson yesterday after- 
noon after examining into some o. 
the needs of the institution. A 
GAZETTE reporter learns that they 
examined more particularly into 
the questien of opeuing a public 
road to the University grounds, but 
that nothing definite was decided 
upon; that there is a difference of 
opinion concerning matters bearing 


on the improvement, Mr. Dormer 
claiming that the irrigating ditch 
1uDning through the grounds should 
first be run back of the buildings 
aud then have the County Commis- 
sloners open the road leading to- 
ward the institution as far as the 
Evans place through to the grounds. 
Mr. Kvaus, the reporter learned, is 
willing to acquiesce to any reason- 
able requests of either the Regents 
or County Commissionera, The 
road now leading to the westeru 
side of the grounds, it is claimed, 
has too steep a grade o be traveled 
readily, and would reyuire several 
buudred dollars expeuded on it to 
render it easy of travel. The 
amount expended on opening out a 
thoroughfare through the Evans 
property would be a little greater, 
and theu two roads could lead away 
in opposite directious over an easy 
grade through the grounds to the 
University. But before any roads 
can be ractically opened the Ke- 
geots realize that they must first 
change the course of the irrigating 
ditch, which, if it is changed to run 
back of the University, an outlay 
of perbaps $600 will be necessary. 
Mr. Dovey favors a change of the 
present course of the ditch in ques- 
tiou, but advocates one that would 
cost only about $300. It is proba- 
ble no conclusion will be reached 
until Goveruor Steveuson returns 
from California. 


A Move in the Right Direction. 

Attorney General John F. Alex- 
ander is pursuing a commenda»le 
course toward the material advance- 
meut of Nevada’s paturai resources. 
His proposition is to get from those 
who are upon the spot rel able data 
of various sections ef the State. 


He then proposes to collate and 
summarize these facts and figures 
so furnisbed as to agricultural, 
mining aud timber resources, to- 
gether with the possibilities for ir- 
rigation especialiy, in the diff-reut 
sections, and offer this in coudensed 
‘orm for the bevefit of whom it may 
concern, as an inducement to capi 
tal, and for refereuce to coming 
Legislatures. Parties receiving cir- 
culars from Mr. Alexander bearing 
on the matter should give them the 
aitention they richly deserve.
